CONTRARIANS RISING 

Bloomberg gushes over the Twin Cities’ 
convention-defying economy 


W ith the MinnesotaLegislature 
in session and elections near¬ 
ing, you will soon be treated 
to an onslaught of wailing 
about how high taxes and heavy regula¬ 
tion are killing Minnesota’s economy Don’t 
believe it. No lesser source than Bloomberg 
is absolutely slobbering over the success of 
the Twin Cities. 

Columnist Noah Smith writes that some 
cities are rising without ‘following an 5 rthing 
like the standard game plan,” the Twin Cit¬ 
ies chief among them. 

In recent years, that game plan has been 
for mid-sized cities to create tech clusters 
around biguniversities, based on something 
of abuild-it-and-they-will-come thesis. But 
as Smith notes, the world will only support 
so many clusters. 

The Twin Cities, meanwhile, is prospering 
organically, despite high taxes, unwelcom¬ 
ing weather, and the great dampening said 


to come with lefty governments. 

Smith cites stats showing the metro area 
outpacing the rest of the Midwest in key 
indicators like population growth, per capita 
income, and unemplo 5 mient. Chalk it up 
to a diversified economy more resistant 
to downturns. 

“Essentially, the Twin Cities look like a 
miniature version of New York City,” Smith 
writes. “They do a little bit of ever 5 Thing.” 

More interesting is a thesis by Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota professor Myles Shaver, 
who argues that the area’s true strength 
is a cluster of skilled business managers. 

The theory goes that “Minneapolis is so 
successful at turning medium-size compa¬ 
nies into giants because its most important 
resource never leaves the city: educated 
managers of every level, who can work at 
just about any company,” Smith writes. 
“Of the 25 largest American cities, only 
one had a lower rate of outflow of high- 


earning, college-educated workers than 
Minneapolis.” 

This is likely where those high taxes, 
strong regulations, and lefty governments 
become our advantage. Compared to most 
states, Minnesota has yet to bail on quality- 
of-life issues like good public schools, parks, 
health care, and social safety nets. So while 
low taxes in Oklahoma or Indiana may 
improve the immediate bottom line, you 
also have to live in Oklahoma or Indiana. 
And smart people tend not to make life 
decisions solely on the heft of their wallets. 

All is not perfect, of course. The Twin 
Cities remain dogged by segregation and 
racial income disparities. Other Midwestern 
cities with lesser economies still manage 
to match our median household income. 

Finally, our good fortune has yet to leach 
into much of the Minnesota countryside. 
That means outstate legislators will soon 
be launching their annual demonization of 
the Twin Cities, an us-against-them play 
that makes for good politics, but has yet to 
be formally introduced to the truth. 

For the stats also say this: Out of Min¬ 
nesota’s 87 counties, the seven composing 
the metro area produce 64 percent of the 
state’s tax revenues.

On the Trail of a Troll 

A sad dive into the mind of a local Twitter menace 


O n more than three dozen occa¬ 
sions over a 12-month span, 
stories posted on City Pages’ 
Twitter account received a 
harsh reply from one man. 

An article mentioning the late Sen. 
Paul Wellstone was met with a clip of 
Family Guy characters projectile vomit¬ 
ing. After a story about Minnesota DFL 
House Minority Leader Melissa Hortman 
calling out a “white male” card game 
in the House chamber, the user added 
Hortman’s Twitter handle to make sure 
she saw his reply: “somebody get their 
panties in a bunch?” 

The troll’s profile revealed an aston¬ 
ishing set of statistics. Since the account 
opened in 2012, he has tweeted about 
84,000 times. As of this week, he has three 
followers. And I’m fairly certain one is or 
was a member of his immediate family. 

In the age of Trump, there is no more 
reviled but less understood figure than 
the Twitter troll. What makes them tick? 
And why do those ticks sometimes sound 
like the last few before the bomb goes off? 

I’m leaving out this troll’s handle. Think 
of him as a representative specimen of a 
breed we deem unworthy of consider¬ 
ation, and never compassion. The study 
of this one man teaches something about 
both. 

He tweets constantly—several dozen 
times a day, sometimes 100—often obsess¬ 
ing over a topic or source. In one manic 
volley, he tweeted 24 links related to the 
CIA, torture, and terrorism—all within 
10 minutes. 

Aside from these frenzied episodes, the 
user’s other favorite tweet is the insult. 


Gov. Mark Dayton’s “meds” are mak¬ 
ing him “unfit to be governor.” DFL U.S. 
Sen. Amy Klobuchar should not open her 
mouth. U.S. Rep. Nancy Pelosi (D-CA) 
and California Sen. Dianne Feinstein, 
whom he both calls “grandma,” should 
stop talking and retire, respectively. 

To the actress Jennifer Lawrence, 
who’d given an interview on the use of 
nudity in film, he dredged up her victim- 
hood from a hacking scheme: “We have 
already seen the leaked iPhone nudes. 
Not a big deal.” 

Michelle Obama’s new book will be 
good for “toilet paper.” Danica Patrick’s 
crash at the Daytona 500 was just her 
being a “typical chick driver.” A photo of 
the mayor of Los Angeles and Canadian 
Prime Minister Justin Trudeau looking 
handsome is “so gay.” A Macy s line aimed 
at Muslims is “terrorist clothing.” 

From what well of anger does all 
this emanate? How is one drafted into 
a scatter-shot culture war, reporting to 
the trenches day in and day out, even if 
no one is paying attention? 

I sent a direct message. Would he talk 
to me about Twitter, and what he gets out 
of it? “No thanks” came the reply. Further 
questions—Why do you tweet so often? 
Why so many insults—went unanswered. 

I took my questions to another veteran 
of the troll wars. While Betsy Hodges was 
the mayor of Minneapolis, her account 
was routinely set upon by packs of vicious 
nationalists. She hasn’t spoken on the 
record since Election Day. Not to the 
media, an 5 rway. On Twitter, unmoored 
from the strictures of office or campaign, 
she has plenty to say. 


Hodges started reviewing and rating 
trolls on a I to 10 scale. They get points 
for the proper use of you’re vs. your. One 
got a point for having an American flag 
in their profile picture. Another was 
praised for “patronizing, faux respect,” 
and giving Hodges a “diminutive name.” 

When she’s not tweeting back at them, 
Hodges is trying to remind herself that 
people attacking her “are human, too,” 
even if they don’t treat her like one. 

“Whenever I can remember the pain 
they have to be in to be unkind like that,” 
Hodges says, “it helps me be more com¬ 
passionate, more human myself.” Soon, 
she’ll just start telling all her trolls she 
loves them, “because, wow, that is just 
manifest pain.” 

After days wallowing in my subject’s 
acidity, Hodges’ base humanity pushed me 
back in, deeper, through Google searches, 
personal accounts, and public records. 
Clues churned up enough evidence to 
convince me of the account holder’s iden¬ 
tity. And I think I know what happened. 

He went broke. Owed money he didn’t 
have with a mortgage underwater, accord¬ 
ing to court filings. He had often been 
without work and scraped by on unem¬ 
ployment. (If it’s really him behind this 
account, the troll’s complaints about 
“welfare” only become bitterer.) 

Back in 2012, before his financial upset, 
our troll was hardly a bile-spewing vil¬ 
lain. Throughout the end of that year, 
five-plus months, he tweeted only 15 
times. Each was either positive, fun, 
or directed at a family member. “Wish 
you were here,” he wrote to one around 
Christmas time.

He still tweets at those same family 
members’ accounts, ribbing them and 
tagging to alert them to stories he thinks 
they might be interested in. They hardly 
respond, or stopped long ago. 

I was reminded how frequently the 
troll tweeted at local sports talker Dan 
Barreiro and conservative host Rush 
Limbaugh, trying to get their attention 
on some topic. Maybe voices on the radio 
are his only company, or whoever he can 
bait on Twitter. He’s lonely. 

This does not—at all—justify calling 
Muslims terrorists or taunting a young 
woman you saw naked against her will. 
But it raises the question of what this 
man’s mind would be up to if he’d never 
logged in that first time. Is he ever 5 Thing 
that’s wrong with Twitter? Or is Twitter 
everything that’s wrong with him? 

I wish he’d write me back. I wish he’d get 
help. A hobby. An outlet, some new friends. 
Some way to be heard, to engage this world 
in a way that looks less like a street-corner 
lunatic screaming into traffic, and more like 
a hand reaching out across a table. 

I wish he’d delete his account and 
start over. 03

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ISAAC HENDRICKSON FELL IN LOVE with McNally Smith College 
of Music in spring 2016. Hendrickson had grown up in Sparta, Wiscon¬ 
sin, and was looking for a college that would fit his growing musical 
interests. On the suggestion of a friend from high school, Hendrickson 
visited the downtown St. Paul institution. 

“It was such a different school than all the others,” 

Hendrickson says. “You got experience doing all the 
other things that were included in the music industry.” 

Hendrickson enrolled in McNally Smith, and for almost 
four semesters, everything went according to plan. By 
the end of 2017, he’d settled in nicely as a bass performance major. He 
loved his teachers and spent free time playing in shows and recording 
around town with his metal band. Corrective Motion. 

“I had two years under my belt,” Hendrickson says, “and things 
were going really good.” 

Then everything changed. 


One Thursday night in December, Isaac reported to his job as a school 
receptionist. Friday would be payday. He’d put in a lot of overtime the previ¬ 
ous two weeks, and was counting on one last paycheck before Christmas. 

Hendrickson noticed large groups of people standing around. It was 
unusual. A close friend of his came over and broke the 
news: McNally Smith was closing. Immediately. 

“He gave me a hug,” Hendrickson says, “and then it 
was just hard to believe. I didn’t even know how to react 
for a couple of hours. And then I found out we weren’t 
even getting paid anything for the entire last pay period.” 

It took a few days for the news to sink in, and a few weeks for Hendrick¬ 
son to figure out what to do. McNally Smith left Hendrickson with little 
else to show for a year and a half of college except an outstanding student 
loan, which he’d used to cover the school’s $12,500 tuition. Because the 
college wasn’t regionally accredited, his course credits would not easily 
transfer. He’d have to start over somewhere else.

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The sudden end of McNally Smith 
meant Hendrickson lost his job and didn’t 
get paid. The missing paycheck was sup¬ 
posed to cover Hendrickson’s expenses 
for the next “few months,” including a 
Christmas visit from family. 

Instead, Hendrickson had to move out 
of his apartment, and quickly. He moved 
back in with his parents in the small Wis¬ 
consin town he thought he’d left behind. 

All things considered, he handled it 
pretty well. 

“At least I was able to find someone to 
take my spot on my lease,” Hendrickson 
said. “I lost a rather large security deposit, 
but it was better than having to stay for 
the full contract. I was able to move out 
within a month.” 

It didn’t have to be like this. Almost 
every college that closes at the very 
least gives advance notice to students, 
faculty, and staff But that wasn’t the case 
at McNally Smith. 

The key question is, why did the school 
close when it did? So far, nobody has a 
good answer.

T oday, more than two months 
since the announcement, few 
students and faculty can say they 
saw the end was near. Over the 
years, there had been declining enrollment, 
followed by corresponding budget cuts. 
But both students and faculty believed a 
plan was in place that would allow the 
school to navigate the rapidly changing 
worlds of higher education and the music 
industry. 

A much-discussed proposal would have 
converted McNally Smith from a for-profit 
to a nonprofit, as colleges are traditionally 
organized. School administrators had gone 
as far as assembling aboard of directors 
full of influential community members, 
and had spent years working diligently

on efforts to gain regional accreditation, 
a lengthy process. 

In light of the groundwork laid for this 
change, staff see the chaotic closure as 
unforgivable. 

“Nobody saw it coming,” said Kevin 
Schwandt, who taught at the school for 
six years. “We had been told we were 
moving forward with a nonprofit con¬ 
version. It seemed like it was going into 
effect, and would allow fundraising and 
federal financial aid for students. We 
thought everything was going along just 
fine, and this happened, and we were 
just in shock.” 

The school’s third-floor cafe provided 
the clearest example of the shutdown’s 
poor planning. For many students, the 
cafe was a center of campus social life, 
and they counted on the steady supply 
of affordable food. When the closure was 
announced, the cafe, lacking paid staff, 
simply stopped serving. Students went 
hungry. 

“With all the infrastructure shut 
down, none of the students were able 
to purchase food on their cards,” said 
Shon Parker, who was a full-time voice 
teacher at McNally. “The last week of 
school, there was a tremendous amount 
of students with no food.” 

Along with the kitchen manager, who 
also wasn’t getting paid, Parker raided the 
institutional-sized fridges and pantries. 
They extracted whatever they could find. 

They cooked it all, serving up pulled 
pork, cold-cut sandwiches, gluten-free 
pasta, and more. Meanwhile, local busi¬ 
nesses like Pizza Luce and Trader Joe’s 
donated additional meals for the hungry, 
despondent students. 
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“It was completely volunteer work by 
all those involved,” Parker says. “A couple 
former students came in and helped, which 
was really awesome. It felt like a family 
to a lot of people, and when family’s in 
trouble you step up and help out.” 

O ther Twin Cities colleges have 
closed over the years, but none 
has been so badly managed 
as McNally Smith. When the 
nearby College of Visual Arts shut down 
in 2013, school officials gave everyone six 
months’warning. Staff were available (and 
paid) to make sure credits would transfer 
to nearby schools, like the Minneapolis 
College of Art and Design. 

At McNally, by contrast, students and 
staff had no warning and no help. And 
it all happened just before Christmas. 

“All the students would have to be out 
[of student housing] by the Christmas 
Eve deadline,” Kevin Schwandt says. “It 
was one of the many different ways that 
McNally poured as much salt into the 
wound as possible. And residents life 
staff would be homeless, because they 
also lived there.” 

Because the school was a privately held 
institution, there is no paper trail to fill in 
the backstory that led to its financial ruin. 

Back in 2001, Jack McNally and Doug 
Smith, both guitar teachers who had 
started a school called MusicTech, were 
essentially gifted the vacant building that 
had formerly housed the Science Museum 
of Minnesota. The city of St. Paul sold the 
property for $1, and, as a deal sweetener, 
kicked in $1 million in city-backed financ¬ 
ing. Within a few years, MusicTech was 
renamed to honor its two founders, who 
held the majority of its shares. 

Today that building is worth between 
$13 and $19 million, according to county 
assessors. 


“Everyone’s looking for answers,” 
says Liz Brooks, who graduated from 
McNally Smith in the nick of time, 
but has friends who didn’t. 


As recently as 2013, the school was doing 
well enough thatthen-Mayor Chris Coleman 
declared February 15 to be Jack McNally 
Day in St. Paul. The two went way back—30 
years prior, McNally had been Coleman’s 
guitar teacher—and the school had enjoyed 
special treatment since its founding. 

Aside from its $1 price tag and $1 million 
signing bonus, McNally Smith was granted 
a property tax waiver, as though it were 
another of St. Paul’s many nonprofits. The 
exemption saved the school (and cost the 
city) about a half-million dollars a year. 

But Jack McNally Day proved to be a 
final high point. Over the past decade, 
enrollment declined. Students grew used 
to overburdened staff and unannounced 
cuts to services. 

Tom Loftus, who worked as the direc¬ 
tor of alumni services until 2016, saw the 
downward slide first-hand. 

“Every summer I worked there, they 
were making big cuts across the board,” 
Loftus said. “They were hacking and chop¬ 
ping up marketing, student services, career 
services—left and right they kept cutting 
and cutting.” 

When Loftus found out one morning 
that the student counseling staff had 
been quietly eliminated, he decided to 
leave. Even today, describing the distant 
decisions of leadership of McNally and 
Smith, Loftus is upset. 

‘When money was good, they were fine,” 
Loftus said, “but behind the scenes they 
made a lot of decisions that impacted the 
way that students were served.” 

After the closure was announced, it 
transformed the lives of hundreds of 
people overnight.

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Liz Brooks was one of the lucky ones, 
because she graduated with her music 
production degree just as the school 
closed. 

“It sounds dramatic, but my life split 
into two halves,” Brooks said. “1 wasn’t 
sure if I was going to still get my degree, 
and have a graduation ceremony, and 
what my friends would do. I worked at 
the school cafe for over a year and lost 
my job, and I lost my school in a three- 
paragraph email.” 

Brooks still thinks every day about her 
friends from McNally who didn’t make it 
out, and how much they lost due to the 
timing of the closure. To make matters 
worse, many of her friends had already 
paid their tuition for the aborted spring 
semester. She describes how they lost 
their jobs, school, and health insurance. 

“Everyone’s looking for answers,” says 
Brooks. “No one has ever heard from 
Jack [McNally] or Doug [Smith] except 
for [one interview with] MPR. They sit 
there and Jack will defend himself, and 
talk about the situation, but he hasn’t 
said shit to any of us.” 

In fact, McNally refused to do a taped 
interview with MPR’s reporter, and 
declined to get into specifics about the 
school’s finances, aside from the fact that 
enrollment was down and costs were up. 
Asked about rumors he and Smith had 
become “millionaires” running the school, 
McNally laughed for “about 10 seconds,” 
according to the reporter, before saying 
the school founders were “just guitar 
teachers who decided to start a school, 
and it just grew and grew.” 

Attempts to reach Jack McNally and 
Doug Smith through their bankruptcy 
attorney for comment on this story were 
unsuccessful. 

McNally and Smith, who own the 
school outright, filed for Chapter 7 
bankruptcy in February. The 112-page 
filing—with more than 100 of those 
pages taken up by a list of its hundreds 
of creditors—shows the school’s assets 
vastly outweigh its estimated debts. The 
difference is significant: Assets, which 
would include both the building and all 
of the school’s equipment, are listed as 
between $10 and $50 million, and debts 
are between $1 and $10 million. 


T he ex-students who spoke for 
this story each offered a dif¬ 
ferent perspective on the end 
of McNally Smith. Though 
people’s ability to endure the episode 
varied, for most it was a huge financial, 
logistical, and emotional blow. Everyone 
wants answers. 

Cathryn Davis, a 65-year-old composi¬ 
tion student who moved from Washington 
State to attend McNally Smith, calls it “the 
cruelest, meanest thing that’s probably 
ever happened to me.”

She explains: “Most national universi¬ 
ties will not accept credit from McNally 
Smith. It’s very limited, the schools that 
I can go to.” 

Davis is looking to transfer to a local 
school in a smaller location. McNally’s 
lack of accreditation leaves her with only 
a handful of choices, including Lawrence 
University in Wisconsin and Berklee Col¬ 
lege of Music in Boston. 

Until last December, 21-year-old Alex 
Huther was happy with the school. Today, 
he feels betrayed. 

Huther is a Tennessee native who had 
counted on his McNally Smith network 
for employment as a drummer at local 
theaters. He was set to graduate with a 
degree in drumset performance in 2019, 
but is now looking for another school 
outside of the music industry. 

“It kind of also made me C 3 mical about 
higher education,” Huther said. “It feels 
like there’s people in positions of power 
that I’ve never met before making decisions 
that are going to affect me for years and 
years and we can’t do shit about it. A lot of 
bad decisions were made and maybe things 
could have been avoided. Things like this 
don’t happen overnight. This is millions 
of dollars, and it doesn’t just disappear.” 

For international students it was 
especially troubling, as their visa status 
depended on being enrolled at the school. 


Alex Huther used McNally Smith 
connections for drumming work, 
but is now looking for a school 
unrelated to the music industry. 


Back in Sparta, Isaac Hendrickson is liv¬ 
ing with his parents, and he finally found a 
local joh that will help him start paying off 
his student loans—McNally Smith may get 
to wipe out some of its debt in bankruptcy 
court, but educational lenders still expect 
payment from its students. He’s working 
on the details of transferring to Winona 
State University, though the specifics of 
the deal leave a lot to be desired. 

“As far as I know right now, it sounds 
like none of my credits will transfer except 
for one English credit,” he says. “But I 
will be able to test out on most of my 
classes, so I’m not starting over entirely. 
I just feel like it needs to be said that 
there was a lot of things that could have 
been done, other than just closing the 
school down.” 

His resilience bespeaks the optimism of 
ambitious youth. But unanswered ques¬ 
tions linger for Hendrickson, Huther, and 
many others. 

“I hope that at some point we get an 
apology or an explanation,” says Liz 
Brooks. “But I’m not going to hold my 
breath.” 03

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A HEDY HISTORY 

Bombshell: The Hedy Lamarr Story flaunts the brains behind the beauty

C lassic Hollywood starlets didn’t 
typically spend their free time 
working on new torpedo tech¬ 
nology, but Hedy Lamarr was 
anything but typical. Once considered 
the most beautiful woman in the world, 
the Austrian-born Jewish runaway defied 
expectations at every turn. Hers was a life of 
fame and countless trials, but her inventive 
spirit would help lay the foundations for 
GPS, secure wi-fi, and Bluetooth. 

In the new documentary BomZ^s/ie//; The 
Hedy Lamarr Story, director Alexandra 
Dean looks to unearth aversion of Lamarr’s 
life that has been largely untold. The 1966 
ghost-written ‘'autobiography’ Ecstasy and 
Me: My Life As A Woman was frequently 
knocked by Lamarr as inaccurate and even 
outright made-up, so Bombshell—built 
around Forbes reporter Fleming Meeks’ 
1990 audio tapes—is arguably one of the 
few records of her life the movie star would 
actually sign off on. 

From the outset, it’s a fascinating tale. 
After gaining notoriety from a nude 
appearance in the Czech film Ecstasy, 
Lamarr—then HedwigKiesler—married a 


munitions tycoon who liked to rub elbows 
with Mussolini and company. When that 
life became unbearable, she escaped with 
a bunch of jewels and made her way to 
England where she met MGM’s Louis B. 
Mayer. He offered her a small contract, 
which she refused. She then booked pas¬ 
sage on Mayer’s ship to America, dressed 
herself to the nines, and dazzled everybody 
aboard until Mayer inevitably offered her 
a larger contract. 

Lamarr’s looks were always an asset, 
but they belied her intelligence. Under her 
MGM contract, Lamarr would be on set six 
days a week. She was given speed to keep 
her functional and sleeping pills to put her 
out. Yet during the rigors of those years, 
she would still find the time to work on her 
inventions. Howard Hughes, one of the few 
people who appreciated her brains, gave 
her access to his facilities and scientists. 
With WWII raging and U-boats domi¬ 
nating the seas, Lamarr worked with her 
composer friend George Antheil to patent a 
frequency-hopping system that couldn’t be 
jammed by the Germans. The government 
shelved the idea, presumably due to the 
owners’ unorthodox backgrounds, and it 
wasn’t touched again until decades later. 


BOMBSHELL: THE HEDY LAMARR STORY

Lamarr’s story deserves a wider audience. 
In a world that fetishizes the likes of Marilyn 
Monroe, it’s a shame that Hedy Lamarr is 
largely forgotten, her name remembered by 
grandparents and film buffs or as passing 
trivia. The term “feminist icon” gets thrown 
around a lot these days, but Lamarr is an 
undoubtable prototype. In an era when 
female movie stars were only expected to 
be a pretty face, Lamarr was an inventor, a 
single mother, a producer, and more. Despite 
the tribulations she faced, she never lost 
her curiosity or the determination that 
a person can be more than what others 
think of them. If her ambition exceeded 
her talent in some capacities, her effort 
against the odds is still worthy of praise. 

Bombshell: The Hedy Lamarr Story is 
an intimate and empirical telling of a truly 
fascinating life. The film gives us newfound 
appreciation for an unsung hero, and that’s 
surely a sign of success. It’s unfortunate 
that it took so long for a piece like this to 
reach the silver screen, but it’s better late 
than never. 03

CAE celebrates girl power in 1611

U "W ^ or all the advances our world 

I _J has made,” writes director 

I ^ Joseph Papke in a program 
A note for The Roaring Girl, 
“people have changed very little in 400 
years.” Classical Actors Ensemble’s spirited 
production of this prescient play demon¬ 
strates Papke’s point so vividly, you won’t 
know whether to laugh or cry. 

Writers Thomas Middleton and Thomas 
Dekker have waited a while for their 1611 
script to have its Twin Cities premiere, but 
it was worth it to have a production that 
opens with a band of actors in period cos¬ 
tume tooting merrily away at Lily Allen’s 
wry rocker “LDN.” 

Several more covers follow prior to the 
show and during intermission, but fortu¬ 
nately—except for an awkwardly interpo¬ 
lated “Bad Reputation”—Papke forgoes the 
postmodern approach in a production that 
honors the text and the spirit of this fasci¬ 
nating early modern play. 

The epon 3 mious Roaring Girl is Moll 
Cutpurse, inspired by the subversive his¬ 
torical figure of Mary Frith. Cutpurse goes 
about in trousers, making merry with men 
and refusing to be defined by her gender. 
Middleton and Dekker had great affection 
for Moll, shaming those who judge her by 
her dress instead of her character. Lovably 
embodied by Meredith Kind, this Cutpurse 
is agood-hearted bon vivant who’s blissfully 
comfortable in her own skin. 

The play’s central plot turns on the suspi¬ 
cion of Sir Alexander (Randall J. Funk) that 
his son Sebastian (Avi Aharoni) is pursuing

Moll. In fact, Sebastian is head over heels 
for Mary Fitzallard (Madeleine Farley), a 
noble soul who’s also unfairly scorned by 
his proud papa. In cahoots with Moll, the 
young couple set out to teach Sir Alexander 
a lesson about love and tolerance. 

That’s just one of several stories to unfold 
in this sprawling play. Modern audiences 
could probably do without the subplots 
about a mistrusted tailor’s wife (Kaija 
Pellinen) and a rake (Joe Wiener) who’s 
exploiting the smitten wife (Samantha V. 
Papke) of the local apothecary (H. William 
Kirsch). Still, these side stories are played 
so warmly and accessibly that they avoid 
overstaying their welcome. 

Papke and scenic designer Dietrich Pop- 
pen turn Gremlin Theatre’s thrust stage into 
a cozy village, with actors coming and going 
from all four corners. The play’s huge cast 
populates the band’s various configurations 
and provides a convivial roar every time a 
tavern door opens—which is often. 

In an epilogue, Moll describes a painter 
who, in trying to satisfy everyone with his 
portrait of a woman, creates a visage combin- 
ingtheoretically ideal features to ultimately 
“monstrous” effect. The metaphor speaks to 
all—women in particular—who are judged 
for falling short of some fictional ideal. It’s 
both sobering and inspiring to see a Roar¬ 
ing Girl calling out that bullshit way back 
in the 17th century. 03

CONCERNED ABOUT PORN PREFERENCES
